The death rate at the hos- 
pital has bean remarkably low; the 
medical officers have all modern reme- 
dies, etc.; and in fact the hospital is 
of a character tn compare with any 
Institution of the kind in the country, 
either military or otherwise.

EDITOB 
GAZETTB:—When 
I 
left 


Janesvllle to accompany the volunteer 
army into the fleld, I promised to look 
after onr boys; and in view cf tne 
many misleading and untruthful re- 
ports which hare been aentNoita (and 
grown after they reached there). I feel 
it my duty to comply with yonr re- 
quest, and to reassure the fathers, 
mothers, brothers, sisters and sweet- 
hearts, by snob explanation as I may 
be able, that I will'keep the promise 
then made, to the best of my ability, 
It la neeeesary to talk a little of the 
military, that,you may better nndei- 
•tand what a division hospital is—Its 
magnitude and the endless amount ol 
work necessary for Us successful op- 
eration. A division is composed of 
three brigades; a brigade is composed 
of three regiments; a regiment is com 
posed of twelve companies; and a 
company is composed of 100 men; add 
tojkhls staflj of Colonels of regiments, 
the staff of Generals commanding bri- 
gades and the staff of the Genera' 
commanding the division, we have 
grand total of abont 13,000 officers 
and men. It is the second division 
to which the writer b longs. In less 
fian one week after onr arrival here 
I was relieved from duty with the 
First Wisconsin regiment and assignee 
to the second division hospital. 


I reported for duty and was asslgnei 


to dnty before this hospital oonli 
boast of a slnglo patlxnt. I havi 
watched Us growth, AS the sloknesi 
Increased until 
yesterday morning 


when I made my inspection as medi- 
cal officer of the day. I reported to 
the surgeon In charge 393 patients in 
tne hospital; ISO typhoid fevers, 75 
.i_alnrl»l fevers, 10 mumps, and 00 
surgical cases. This hospital received 
Its first patient May 20th, and as medi- 
cal officer of the day August 8th, I 
reported to Major Boeckman, Surgeon 
in charge, that there had been treated 
to date 13,000 patlecti with 15 deaths; 
a mortality of 1 2 par cent.; that there 
had been treated to date, 250 oases 
of typhoid fever with 14 deaths, a 
•mortality percentage of about 0 per 
cent. No hospital, civil.or military, 
has a-better record than that, The 
division hospital was erected to re- 
ceive all the sick and wounded who 
kre tOO tick to remain in their own 
quarters, who are too sick, or cannot 
receive proper treatment packed 0 or 
8 In a tent in their company street. 
Under the present system each regi- 
ment is absolutely sure of having Us 
elok and wounded taken care of, and 
that immediately. 


The civil war thoroughly demon- 


strated that the regimental hospital 
system was a sad failure. 
Let me 


quote to yon an extract fr:m Surgeon- 
General Hammond's letter to the sec- 
retary of war dated September 7, '02, 
referring to the second battle of Bull 
Ban: ''Sir—I have the nonor to ask 
your attention to the frightful state of 
disorder existing in the arrangements 
for removing the wounded from the 
fleld of buttle. 
* * * Up to this 


date GOO wounded still remain on the 
field of battle. 
Many have died of 


starvation; 
more, will die in conse 


qnenceof exhaustion; and all have en- 
dured torments which might nave 
been avoided." 


This letter was written on the 7th 


of Septembei; the second battle of 
Bull Run was fought on August HO -81; 
000 wounded lay on the battlefield 
seven days and over. That was under 
the system of each regiment taking 
oirecf its own sick. After the snr 
geon-general's report to the secretary 
of 
war this vystein was promptly 


abandoned at.d the present division 
hospital system org nlzerl. Now let 
us see how It worked after this respous. 
sibllity was lifted from the regiment 
and placed upon the bread shoulders 
of the division medical corps, with its 
organized board of operating surgeons. 
Afc the tattle of Ante'.tam the wounded 
were promptly carried to the rear.and 
during the night all our wounded in 
the widely extended field were re- 
moved to shelter and received tha nec- 
essary surgical attention." 


'•During the night following the 


first battle of Prederlclcstnrg, all the 
wounded not absolutely in the hands 
cf the enemy were safely conveyed 10 
the city of Fredertcksbnrg."

The severe sickness is 
on the medical tide, and we have at 
the head of the medical wards here as 
competent a corps of physicians in 
constant attendance aa can be found 
in any hospital either civil or military. 
Do not criticize or condemn them. 
The welfare of your boys la in our 
hearts and when sick they receive the 
honest, careful and scientific treat- 
ment of the medical department of the 
Second Division, Seventh Army Corps.

THE FIGHT. 


iome of the Scars Left By the Rain 


of Shot and Shell—Rough Riders 


' Are Not Good Soldiers—Pitiable 


Condition of the Native Women and 
Children. 
Frank Niokerson, of 
this 
city, 


writes to his mother from Santiago 
under date of Ang. 22, glrlng a brief 
recount of the situation of 
affairs 


ibere. The folio wit g extracts from 
his letter will be of interest here: 


When they suriendered we guarded 


the Spanish soldiers for a while, and

Twentieth Infantry, and we wore tent 
jack Into the hills into a better cnmp. 
On the way back we p ssdd the wc- 
uen and children golcg back to their 
homes in Santiago that they had left 
for

Bight to see. The well were dr»gglng 
the sick; mothers oould be seen carry- 
Ing sick childrec, while tbo well ones 
clung, to their dresses crying with hun- 
ger. 
Many died along tho road; DO 


one seemed to care how many died, 
and perhaps thought, as I did, the 
sooner they all died the better they 
were off. 
We marched on through a 


small town where our troops had 
fought on the 1st. 
The dead were, 


burled here, but the town was a 
wreck. 
Cuban aud HpanUk women 


and children are all flocking to Ssnti- 
ago, where they will starve If the 
United States does not feed them. 
' 


We are camped near a mountain 


stream so we have good water. 
We 


see Santiago and the bay from onr 
camp. 
There are twenty-two large 


ships in the ba-bor today. 
We think 


they will take the Spanish prisoners 
out, 
Are in great hopes they will 


ship as enon. 


None of 
the papers I have seen 


give us credit for our fight; it it all 
the Rvmgh Blders and the Seventy- 
First New York. 
The Rough Blders 


were on our right, and not in as hot a 
pltce aa we were. The Seventy-First 
were not In the firing line nntil after 
the two hills were takon, but any man 
that was here at all deserve! all tho 
credit be will got. The Seventy-First 
and Rough Elders lost their men be- 
cause they would not scatter on the 
line, but came up like sheep, and one 
shell or bullet would mow them bad. 
The regulars came up m good line 
about a yard apart, and came to the 
very front of the block houses and 
trenches, while the Rough Riders look 
the Ilink on our right; the Seventy- 
First got in bunches back of the llnr, 
and drew several -volleys before they 
got on the second hill, and thtu were 
running from place to place instead ol 
lying down and fighting, as they 
should have done. All did well, how- 
ever, and the world cannot help bnt 
speak well of American nerve.
